Montessori 
Faces License 
Revocation 
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Unless Victoria Randall, 
who operates the Victoria 
Montessori Nursery School 
in Sierra Madre, decides to 
appeal the decision of the 
State Department of Social 
Services, the school’s license 
will stand revoked as of 
August 20, as ordered July 
21, by Jerold A. Prod, de¬ 
puty director of the legal af¬ 
fairs division of the depart¬ 
ment. 

The decision came after 
the legal affairs department 
decided against accepting an 
administrative judge’s recom¬ 
mendation, according to Dan 
Lewis, attorney for the de¬ 
partment in Sacramento. 

Although Milford A. Mar- 
on, an administrative judge, 
recommended allowing the 
nursery school to continue 
with a provision for a 90- 
day suspension to be held for 
a five-year probationary 
period, the Department of 
Social Services did not feel it 
could adopt the judge’s re¬ 
commendation because of 
evidence revealed as the re¬ 
sult of an earlier hearing. 

It was on July 17 that the 
department ordered recon¬ 
sideration of the decision. 

After reviewing part of the 
records, including the tran¬ 
script of that original hearing 
in November and December 
of last year, Prod ordered 
that the license to operate a 
community care facility — 
the day nursery for children 
ages 2/2 to 6 years at 499 
West Sierra Madre Blvd. — be 
revoked with the effective 
date August 20, Lewis re¬ 


ported. 

Contained within the “De¬ 
cision and Order after Re¬ 
consideration,” as the latest 
public legal document is 
known, are as follows: 

—In or about April or May 
1978, Eric A., approximately 
age 6, was, as a form of 
punishment, struck hard on 
his buttocks by respondent 
Victoria Randall. 

—In or about May 1978, 
Steven C., approximately age 
5, as a form of punishment, 
had his mouth taped shut by 
respondent Victoria Randall. 
—In or about April 1978, 
Jaime D., approximately age 
5, as a form of punishment, 
was spanked repeatedly by 
respondent Victoria Randall 
and her son, Roy, who also 
struck the child on the head 
with a pencil. Respondent 
Victoria Randall also stated 
to the child that he had “no 
brains.” 

—During April or May 1978, 
Kim O., approximately age 
3, was struck repeatedly on 
the back of her thighs and 
had her mouth taped shut 
by respondent Victoria^Ran-- 
dall. 

—Sometime during March 
1978, Nathan P., approxi¬ 
mately age 4, was slapped 
on the face by Victoria Ran¬ 
dall. 

—In or about May 1978, 
Eric R., approximately age 4, 
had his ears pulled and his 
mouth taped shut by respon¬ 
dent Victoria Randall. 

—On June 23, 1978, children 
were playing unsupervised in

Team Participates 
In Fruitless Search

Although over $50,000 has 
been spent in a search with 
hundreds of persons taking 
part, there is not a clue as to 
the whereabouts of Stacey 
Arras of Saratoga, who 
simply disappeared following 
a hike into the Sierras. 

On July 17, the 14-year- 
old girl packed in with her 
father by mule train to Sun¬ 
rise Lakes high Sierra camp 
in the Tuolume Meadows 
area of Yosemite National 
Park. 

That afternoon she and a 
77-year-old man they had 
met while packing set out to 
hike the l '/2 miles uphill to 
the lake. The man became 
tired and stopped to rest while 
Stacey continued up the trail. 

Sometime later when the 
man reached the lake he could 
not find Stacey and inquired 
if other hikers had seen her. 
When he received a negative 
answer, he returned to camp 
and reported her missing. 

The search was begun and 
by Saturday the Sierra Madre 
Search and Rescue Team was 
placed on standby. The fol¬ 
lowing day, the first crews 
were flown to Bishop by Cali¬ 
fornia Air National Guard 
and arrived in base in time 
to begin searching Monday. 

By Wednesday there were 
still no clues and a new 
contingent of searchers was 
brought in, including five 

ore from Sierra Madre. 


About 75 persons partici¬ 
pated during the first three 
days with 130 actively search¬ 
ing the other two days. 

On Saturday a final mas¬ 
sive push was made with fresh 
crews of more than 50 moun¬ 
tain rescue team members 
from all over the state. 

By Sunday the intensive 
part of the search was term¬ 
inated after they found no 


distinguishing footprints, 
followed every psychic lead 
and re-enacted the victim’s 
entire trek. 

The Sierra Madre Search 
and Rescue Team returned 
home Monday after 19 of 
them has spent hundreds of 
man hours in the fruitless 
search. 

By presstime there was still 
no news from the search.

For seniors it’s safety 
first — and second 

There’s an Intersection In downtown Sierra 
Madre that terrorizes many persona, older and 
younger alike. 

When a pedestrian begins to walk across 
the street at Kersting Court and Sierra Madre 
Blvd., It’s anyone’s guess whether or not the 
car In the Intersection Is rolling to a stop or If 
It’s going to zip on through.

And If you’re the driver of a car, pedes¬ 
trians often hesitate long enough for you to 
wonder If they’re really planning to walk across 
the street or tarry at the curb. 

Chief Ray Johnson of the California High¬ 
way Patrol has come up with four good rules 
for older pedestrians to follow and they Include: 

—If traffic light signals are present, cross only 
on a “fresh” green light. 

—Walk alert when In the crosswalk. The cross¬ 
walk Is not a magic shield. Use caution. 

— Before crossing In front of a motorist be sure 
that motorist sees you. Make eye contact. 

—At night, wear light colored clothing so that 
motorists can see you from a distance. 

“Nearly one out of four traffic fatalities In 
L.A. county Is a pedestrian, and a large number 
are senior citizens,” Johnson says. 

Quick poiice response 

Following an Incident of Indecent ex¬ 
posure last week which resulted In the arrest 
of a male subject, we began wondering how 
an arrest could follow so quickly on the heels 
of such an Incident. 

There’s only one answer the victim must 
have reported the Incident Immediately to the 
police, otherwise how could a van carrying the 
alleged suspect speeding from Sierra Vista 
Park be stopped a couple blocks past the 
police station? That’s a very quick reaction 
from the police. 

It’s true that the man was arrested and 
Is out on ball with court action pending. And 
we’re grateful that the Immediate police re¬ 
sponse Is responsible for his arrest. 

But do all youths and children always 
report such Incidents? We hope so. We also 
hope they feel comfortable about calling the 
police department If their parents are not with 
them at the time of their experience. 

Last week’s arrest Is a reminder anyone 
who la harassed In any way should call his 
local police department as quickly as possible. 

Parents should make sure their children 
not only memorize their home phone number 
but also that of their local police department.

Not far from Sierra Madre 
News, down in El Monte, is 
our headquarters of our 
County Dept, of Agriculture. 
Paul Engler is the commis¬ 
sioner, and Bill Edwards, our 
deputy commissioner in charge 
of pest prevention. These are 
the men responsible for 
watching for Med-fly and its 
control in our county. 

We have never heard so 
much flak over anything 
“ag” wise as we have had 
over this little fly. 1 don’t 
mean control is urgent, I just 
mean we have heard all the 
wrong things and badly 
stretched stories at that. Let’s 
clear up a few items. 

In our county we have traps 
set up that are about 8 inches 
long, made of cardboard, tent¬ 
shaped. Inside is a longish 
piece of cotton suspended in 
the middle of the trap. The 
cotton contains the attrac- 
tant, that attracts nothing 
else, and the bottom is covered 
with sticky stuff. The Med 
fly comes to the trap and is 
caught in the sticky. Around 
5000 of these traps are in 
our county and they are called 
on once a week by 15 men. 
What a service they are do- 
ingl So, no fly is going to 
arrive without us knowing it 
. . . and as we did a year 
or so ago we use the sterile 
fly which stops the propaga¬ 
tion. 


Up north in the counties 
where 1 spent my young boy¬ 
hood, is where the problem 
of spraying is taking place 


with all of the ridiculous 
stories attached. The material 
being sprayed is a drop of 
Karo-like material with a little 
malathion in the center. The 
drop is no larger than a per¬ 
iod at the end of this sen¬ 
tence. It is hoped that one of 
these drops will fall every 
square foot, the fly is at¬ 
tracted to the attractant and 
the malathion kills them. This 
material, by the way, is far 
less in strength than that we 
use in our gardens for fleas 
this year and so on. We have 
had it since the 50s and have 
sprayed overhead with spray¬ 
ing, etc. and there have been 
no ill effects. 


The Med fly lays its egg 
or eggs on some 200 kinds 
of fruits and vegetables. They 
hatch quickly and form a 
maggot that eats the fruit 
and makes it rot quickly. The 
fruit falls to the ground. The 
maggots turn into pupaes 
and in turn hatch into flies 
that again go to the host. 
The fly lasts from 3 to 4 
weeks and in that period can 
lay several hundred eggs. 
That’s the reason for the re¬ 
spaying. The soil was treated 
with diazinion wheih is far 
more toxic than the spray ... 
the traps show that it is work¬ 
ing .. . with this clear pic¬ 
ture 1 hope you will under¬ 
stand the problem . . . and 
don’t believe everything you 
hear. If the fly ever did get 
into our “ag” belts it would 
be disastrous for sure. Thank 
goodness for our Ag Com¬ 
missioners in our county who 
are on the alert.

fleed for Better 
Telephone Service 

(The letter below was sent 
to Channel 7 News with 
copies going to the Public 
Utilities Commission and the 
Sierra Madre News. Ed.) 

I am writing this letter to 
add my voice to those who 
are not satisfied with the tele¬ 
phone service provided by 
General Telephone. I live in 
the Qty of Sierra Madre, which 
has been served by General 
Telephone as far back as 
anyone remembers. 

By the time you read this 
letter, you will have heard 
all of the usual complaints 
about scratchy, noisy connec¬ 
tions, no dial tone, less than 
50% first call completion, 
failure to receive calls placed 
by other parties and so forth. 
For me, it is so bad that 1 
have turned down three pros¬ 
pective new office locations 
in a row because they were in 
areas served by General Tele¬ 
phone, and 1 can’t afford not 
to have reliable telephone 


service. I 

It seems to me that me crux 
of the issue is how to con¬ 
vince the PUC that the pic¬ 
ture painted by GT&E is not 
.accurate. The reliability sta¬ 
tistics must certainly be com¬ 
piled from trouble reports 
(‘611’ calls). It would be nice 
if the PUC knew (and be¬ 
lieved) what it is really like. 

But those of us who live 
in the GT&E areas just give 
up calling 611 soon after we 
first move into a GT&E area. 
After that, we just suffer 
along; we know that the 
trouble isn’t in our tele¬ 
phone. But we get called to 
make an appointment for the 
telephone repair(wo)man to 
come out and ‘fix the prob¬ 
lem.’ After a few such in¬ 
conveniences (adding insult 
to injury) ... we just give 
up! 

GT&E claims that it is 
meeting most of the PUC’s 
quality indices. Where? On a 
statewide average? What 
about those overloaded areas 
like Sierra Madre, where the 
ancient technology of the 
1920’s is not making it? 

My personal front of at¬ 
tack is to immediately call 
the operator and ask for as¬ 
sistance if the call fails to 
go through as dialed 
(punched?). If everyone would 
do this, GT&E would be 
swamped with operator as¬ 


sists, costing them a bundle. 
Since their management seems 
to be short sighted bean¬ 
counter types, this ought to 
get their attention. 

Is is clear that GT&E has 
been mismanaged, having 
failed to plan ahead for the 
eventual decline of the local 
branch exchange equipment 
that they put in ages ago. 
What remedies do we the 
public have? After all, GT&E 
was created to prevent a 
monoply. Do they have to 
provide good service? What 
happens if they don’t? .... 
Back to a monoply? Please, 
don’t throw me into THAT 
briar patch!

Play Ball 

As the girls’ softball sea¬ 
son concludes in our town.

Local Students At 
Caltech Session 


Diane Akita, Chi Ying 
“Bill” Chen and Michael 
White, all from Sierra Madre 
and attending Pasadena High 
School, are among those 300 
high school and junior high 
school students from 70 
southern California and nine 
out-of state schools spend¬ 
ing seven weeks at Caltech. 

This year’s roster includes 
students from as far away as 
New York, Tennessee and 
New Jersey. 

The classes, which began 
June 22 and will end Au¬ 
gust 6, offer advanced high 
school level astronomy, mole¬ 
cular biology, chemistry, phy¬ 
sics/trigonometry, physics/ 
calcus and pre-engineering. 

As part of the institute’s 
1981 summer secondary 
science program, courses are 
taught by Caltech upperclass 
men and women and by grad¬ 
uate students. Although no 
official credit is given for the 
classes, recommendation is 
made to local school districts 


that credit be given to stu¬ 
dents who achieve A or B 
grades. 

There is no admission since 
the program is privately fund¬ 
ed and no transcripts are re¬ 
quired. There are, however, 
math prerequisites for each 
of the subjects and the stu¬ 
dents are expected to have to 
work hard to stay in the pro¬ 
gram, according to Lee F. 
Browne, head of the institute. 

Browne believes that classes 
for junior and senior high 
students taught by college stu¬ 
dents have a value beyond 
the traditional classroom sit¬ 
uations since students and 
teachers interact more freely. 

The summer science ses¬ 
sions are only one part of 
Caltech’s year-long program 
of secondary school activities, 
which include a September- 
through-June program of 
science projects and lectures 
as well as high school stu¬ 
dent visits to the campus.

the CRA had not taken action 
in June, Bergh’s corporation 
would still be delaying the 
matter. Charles Corp said, 
“We have been patient.” 

Corp also brought up the 
possibility of using some of 
the engineering studies per¬ 
formed by Bergen and which 
Bergh edluded to as having in¬ 
creased his cost estimates. 

Corp asked if Bergh would 
make available to the city the 
various findings obtained re¬ 
garding the structure. 

To this Bergh replied, 
“Everything I have is avail¬ 
able to you.” When it was 
suggested this be without cost 
to the city, Bergh empasized 
his offer was without cost. 

In discussing his inablility 
to interest prospective ten¬ 
ants in the structure, Bergh 
said he was unable to find 
anyone interested in the pro¬ 
posed restaurant. 


Because of this, he said he 
decided to study the concept 
of an arcade-type shopping 
complex with speciality stores 
and the possibility of a 
“mini-mall.” He admitted 
his successes in these mat-^

Finally, in response to.

Through The Baha’i Faith 

The world Is In greatest need of international 
peace.

—In May 1978, the facility 
premises contained pointed 
chicken wire, loose splintered 
boards, splintered plywood, 
and a wobbly merry-go- 
round. 

—On June 23, 1978, the 
facility premises contained 
rusty wire and nails, loose 
plywood, loose carpeting. 


Randall also runs the In¬ 
ternational Montessori School 
which is conducted at United 
Methodist Church at 695 
West Sierra Madre Blvd. 
This school, not affected by 
the revocation order, located 
at the church since last Sep¬ 
tember, is for kindergarten 
trough 6th grade students 
licensed by the state Board 

of Education. 

The church minister was 
on vacation but a church 
secretary told the News that 
the school was not affiliated 
with the church other than 
renting the church’s unused 
facilities. 

The issue over corporal 
punishment surfaced in May 
of 1978 when one of the 
teachers, Nancy Mooradian, 


called a meeting of the parents 
and revealed some of the 
punishment which had been 
happening at the nursery 
school. Parents had also 
complained and some took 
their children out of the 
school following stories of 
school incidents reported by 
their children. 

According to Lewis, who 
is one of the Social Services 
Department attorneys, in¬ 
spections of the school re¬ 
vealed that the complainants 
were correct and that’s when 
action began, resulting in the 
recent revocation. 

The News has attempted 
to get in touch with Victoria 
Randall and her attorney, 
but by presstime was unable 
to get a statement from either. 


If Randall decides to ap¬ 
peal the decision, Lewis ex¬ 
plained the complainant and 
respondent would go to court 
and have a judge decide 
whether or not the counts of 
corporal punishment would 
cause the school license to be 
revoked. 

Lewis also reported that 
both Randall and her at¬ 
torney should have received 
notice of the intended revo¬ 
cation by certified mail last 
week. 

“We find a number of 
persons in this type of 
school believe that corporal 
punishment is necessary to 
keep children in line,” Lewis 
explained. 

State rules clearly prohibit 
such action, he said.
